No protests against the proposition were submlitted, except a petition from the
oolored ministers of the Clty, presented by Dr. E. H. Glvens, who, following the dis-
ougsion, asked that sald protest be withdrawn.

Our schools today are wholly
lnadequate., If I had the Job that Superintendent Mcelallum has of running
the schools with the toole given him, I would throw up the Job.

" I am heartily in favor of improving our school system If it can be done
at a lower cost than $750,000, but if 1t takes more, I will iAndorse it,

Counclliman Gillis also went on record as favoring the bond lssue auﬁstantlally
